LONDON; Feb. 27.—The acceptance by 
the Government of the bimetallist resolu- 
tion in the House of Commons last night 
does not indicate any change of ministerial 
opinion on the currency problem. The bimet- 
allists, in order to catch votes, had watered 
down their motion so that it involved no 
declaration of principle and merrely com- 
mitted its supporters to approval of the 
sending of a British representative to any 
future international currency conference. 

Sir Wimam Vernon-Harcourt agreed to 
that proposal, but at the same time reit- 
erated with the utmost emphasis the state- 
ment that England’s prosperity is bound up 
entirely with the maintenance of the gold 
standard. 

The whole dead weight of official financial 
opinion remains opposed to bimetallism, 
and its adoption at present is wholly out- 
side the range of practicable politics. Any 
representative sent by the present Govern- 
ment to a currency conference will be a 
monometallist, and though Balfour is a bi- 
metallist, no Tory Government would at- 
tempt to alter-the currency policy of Eng- 
lend, as all the other To financial] author- 
ities are against bimetallism.

An Important Supreme Court Decision 
in a Kansés City Case. 

The decision of the Supreme Court (in 
banc) yesterday in tht “ansas City park and 
boulevard cases is telieved to be of great 
importance to the c&y of St. Louis, and to 
open a very serious qiestion as to whether a 


mere legislative enéctment can amend a 
charter amendment either for St. Louis or 
Kansas City. The theory of the court, 
briefly stated, is thai the.cities of the first 
class dertve their power to construct a 
charter direct from the constitution, and 
that after that charter has been construct- 
ed, voted on and adopted it can only be 
changed by vote of the people upon a/prop- 
osition duly submittel by act of the Munic- 
ipal Assembly. That the only exception to 
this rule could be where the question in- 
volved was one affecting the rights of both 
city and State, but that in all matters of 
purely local municipal character the charter 
was the organic law of the municipality and 
saibject to change only in the manner stated. 
The concluding phrases of the opinion are as 
follows: 

“All citi under the new constitution 
were to be siibject to genuine general legis- 
lation. But those phases of purely munici- 
pal government, which are properly regu- 
lated by charters, were to be protected 
against the ancient mode of change. The 

rovisions of the constitution that have 

n cited are not intended to interfere with 
the legitimate regulation by general laws 
of all those subjects which concern the re- 
lations Of the State to the locality, or to pre- 
vent appropriate action by the law-makers 
upon any of the topics regarding which the 
constitution sanctions legislation, to give 
practical effect to its own commands. No 
such subjecs or topcs are in question here 
The act under review relates solely to mat- 
ters of internal municipal government. It 
cannot be supported without nullifying the 
guaranty which the fundamental law gives 
against invasion of the right of local self- 
government in the internal affairs of such 
* We consider the act hi view as a pal- 
pable departure from the precepts of the 
constitution and that it cannot stand.“ 

The judgment is reversed and the cause re- 
manded. .

FATE OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Was the Missing Ship Captured and 
Scuttled by Pirates?

LONDON, Feb. N.— While La Gascogne 

was still unreported on her recent memora- 

ble voyange, the Duke of Newcastle wrote 

a letter to a London newspaper to the ef- 

fect that when he was in America in 1888, a 


gentleman informed him that two or three 
hoy - previously an old sailor on his death- 

ed had confessed to having formed one of 
the crew of a pirate vessel, which cap- 
tured the Atlantic liner, the President, 
which sailed from New York in 1841 and was 
mever heard of again. 

The Duke of Newcastle said that this 
gentleman had quoted the sailor as con- 
fessing that the pirate overhauled and 
captured the President, that every soul on 
board was made to walk the plank, and that 
the liner was afterwards scuttled. 

The Duke has been absent from London 
since the publication of this letter, but to- 
day he returned and received the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent at his town residence 
and showed the utmost desire to clear the 
matter up. 

“I am very sorry,“ he said that I can 
add little to my published letter. Unfor- 
tunately, I cannot even remember the name 
of my informant, except that he had been 
United States Consul or Minister to Persia. 
I met him at luncheon in Chicago in 1888. He 
told me this story in the general conver- 
sation about the table, and it made a last- 
ing impression upon my mind. 

Of course I can't vouch for the accu- 
racy of the story in any way, but the gen- 
tleman who mentioned it seemed to be

SUGAR TRUST MINIONS. 


With a yawning deficit and a Treasury 
that has just escaped bankruptcy by 
craven submission to a hard bargain 
driven by tsurprs, the United States Sen- 
ate has vot to the sugar planters a 
bounty of $5/200,000 which may reach 
$8,000,000. 

Knowing that the steal could not pass 
on its merits, the Senate, by a vote of 
46 to 20, attached it to an appropriation 

‘bill, so as to coerce the House. The Sugar 
Trust favors this bounty. 

This same Senate has refused to per- 
mit even a vote on the repeal of the sugar 
differential, though the leading countries 
of Furope are boycotting our products on 
account of it, thus making heavier the 
burden that weighs down American farm- 
ers. The Sugar Trust opposes the repeal 
of the differential. 

When the Sugar Trust has no further 
business for this Senate to doits members 
will be permitted to go home.

HEALTH AKD FILTH. 


The mild weather of the past few days 
bas cleared the streets of snow and ice 
and has, in that respect, been a blessing. 
It has helped out the Street Department 
and put the streets in a condition in which 
they can be cleaned with comparative 

- Base. 

But it is the precursor of warmer 
weather, when every precaution will be 
needed to preserve the public health. 
Disease-breeding germs which lie dor- 
mant during the cold weather will appear 
in every dirt heap. The air will be pois- 
oned by miasma arising from every un- 
clean pool. If the streets are not thor- 
eughly cleaned and kept clean the inev- 
itable consequence will be felt in sickness 
and death, for health and filth cannot 
co-exist. 

The loose methods in vogue for the past 
few months will not answer now. The 
Street Cleaning Department must act 
with vigor. There is money enough pro- 
vided for the purpose if it is properly 
expended. Several years ago, when less 
money was appropriated, the streets were 
kept in a better condition than now, 

The department must do its duty in this 
matter. Clean the streets. 


MAKING COTTON -GROWING PROFITABLE. 

Col. J. R. Godwin, President of the 
Tennessee Cotton Growers’ Association, 
in a series of articles in the Memphis 
Commercial-Appeal, is advocating the 
combination of all the cotton growers of 
the South to regulate the production of 
cotton and thus maintain the price ata 
profitable point. 

Col. Godwin presents figures to show 
that the cotton growers of the South are 
producing too much cotton, and that they 
are glutting the market to such an extent 
that the price will fall below the cost of 
production. 

This may be true, but Col. Godwin's 
remedy is not practicable. It would be 
impossible to unite all the cotton growers 
in a combination to_regulate production, 
and if they could be so united it would be 
impossible to make the combination effec- 
tual. Even if it were possible it is doubt- 
ful if a combination would be advisable. 

The production of cotton, like the pro- 
duction of everything else, is governed by 
an inexorable economic law. It is regu- 
lated by the profit in its cultivation. As 
long as cotton growing is profitable cot- 
ton will be produced in large quantities. 
As soon as the price falls below, or near to 
the cost of production, its production will 
be checked. No combination can prevent 
the operation of this law. 

But Col. Godwin's advice taken indi- 
vidually is good. Every planter in the 
South should act upon it and adjust his 
production of cotton to the existing situa- 
tion. It is useless for the Southern plant- 
ers to try to force up the price of cotton, 
which the law of supply and demand, 
joined to artificial causes, has steadily 
forced down. With cotton at 5 cents it 

no longer wise to raise cotton alone.

THE SALE OF FRANCHISES. 

The bill introduced in the Council last 
night by Councilman Gast providing for 
the sale to the highest bidders of all pub- 
lic franchises hereafter granted by the 
city should receive the prompt approval 
of both branches of the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

The principle it embodies is so clearly 
just and so strictly in accordance with 
sound business policy that it seems need- 
less to defend it. Its purpose is to secure 
to the people of the city their rights in the 
streets and alleys and a fair interest in 
the values accruing to public franchises 
from the growth and prosperity of the 
city. 

It takes nothing from the holders of 
franchises to which they are justly en- 
titled. It simply provides that just com- 
pensation shall be given the municipality 
fer privileges granted. It cuts off the 
opportunity to obtain favors by corrupt 
bargain and sale which under the present 
system has turned into the coffers of in- 
dividualg. and corporations millions of 
dollars rightfully belonging to the people. 

No citizen or municipal legislator who 
is free to consult the public welfare can 
oppose the competitive system of dispos- 
ing of franchise privileges. There is no 
ground of opposition except the hope of 
personal profit in the continuance of a 
vicious system. 

The adoption of the policy embodied in 
this measure will mark a long step 
towards the purification of municipal 
government and the solution of the prob- 
lem of raising revenue for public im- 
provements without overburdening tax- 
payers. . 

THE BOUNTY FOLLY. 


The pernicious effect of bounty legisla- 
tion is strikingly ijllustrated in the ex- 
perience through which Germany, France 
and Austria are passing. 

All of these countries placed export 
bounties on beet sugar. Under the stim- 
ulus of these bounties the production of 
beet sugar was greatly increased, Vast 
tracts of land formerly used for the pro- 
duction of cereals were devoted to beet 
cultivation. Manufactories of beet sugar 
employing thousands of persons were 
established. The result was over-produc- 
tion and the reduction of prices. 

When the governments of Germany, 
France and Austria found the bounties 
becoming tncreasingly burdensome they 
attempted to reduce them, but were con- 
fronted by powerful “vested interests.” 
The farmers and manufacturers, with 
their allied exporters, protested that the 
ruin of thousands would follow the aboll- 
tion or reduction of the bounties. 

Not content with preventing the reduc- 
tion of the bounties, the beneficiaries de- 
manded that they be increased. Prices 
were so reduced by over-production and 
competition, they asserted) that Increased 
bounties were necessary to avert ruin. 

There has been a practical agreement 
between the three governments to equal- 
ize the bounties, but the German Gov- 
ernment is yielding to the pressure of 
the favored producers and has given no- 
tice of a termination of thé agreement. 
It is possible, therefore, that the govern- 
ments may enter into competition in 
bounty-giving in order to control the 
market and that their people may soon 
be bearing the entire cost of beet sugar 
production with a certainty of the ulti- 
mate collapse of the whole system. 

These facts make clear that a govern- 
ment enters upon a course of folly when 
it adopts a bounty system. It nourishes 
a creature which soon becomes its mas- 
ter. It gives private interests the strong- 
est temptation to corrupt and control the 
government. Not only are the people 
overburdened, but the industries which 
are artificially stimulated must sooner 
or later suffer disaster and bring ruin 
upon others. 


MONOPOLY PULLS THE STRINGS, 
The remark of the Post-Dispatch that 
the alleged opposition of Vicksburg ship- 
ping interests to the bridge bill merely 
showed how many hands monopoly has 
is verified by the facts. It has been found 
that these shipping interests“ are the 
old monopoly interests in disguise. 
This will prove true of all the apparent 
opposition which has obstructed the pass- 
age of the bill. Monopoly does not de- 
pend solely upon its recognized agents 
and lobbyists to accomplish its ends. 
Like vice, it “assumes the mask of vir- 
tue“ and takes on many forms to cover 
its selfish purposes. 
All opposition to the new bridge bill 
and the abolition of the bridge arbitrary 
may safely be put down as prompted by 
the monopoly which sees in these objects 
a threat to break its hold on the com- 
merce of St. Louis. The people cannot be 
deceived by a pretense of regard for pub- 
lic interests. Senators and Representa- 
tives who oppose the popular welfare in 
this matter cannot hide the monopoly 
strings which control their movements.

thus, instead of relying upon a poor year or 
a drought to spoil the crop and make the 
rice better, fix the price at a figure 

y planting less and ruling the entire cot- 
ton-producing country by organized effort 
to ~ oe the op correspond to the de- 
mand. 

There are, according to the figures of 
Col. Godwin, 13,000,000 prone that rely upon 
cotton for their living. e shows that if 
this force of workers were to be turned 
loose to plant cotton they would produce 
12,000,000 bales of cotton or 15,000,000 bales of 
8 cotton. This is declared to exceed 
the consumption of Europe, America and 
the Indies by about 2,500,000 bales, and shogrs 
the necessity of reduction in planting. * 
eminent authority proposes to organize 
the growers in every part of the cotton 
States, and p icts that the outcome will 
be a regulat crop and the saving of 
the part of the rich Southern country that 
relies upon the staple for its existence.
